Cut Out the “Trimmings.” 

LOS ANGELES. Sept. 2.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:]! In an edi- 
torial you state that the Los An- 
geles public schools cost $17,000,000 
yearly. That is about 50 per cent 
too much. It is unjust to make 
property owners pay for the teach- 
ing of foreign languages, and what 
is called “trimmings.” The “trim- 
mings” are to prepare pupils for 
muste teaching, lecture platform, 
dramatic stage, or (heaven forbid) 
the movies. What is known as a 
“common school” education, or 
rather instruction, is sufficient. If a 
parent wants anything further he 
should pay for the special instruc- 
tion he desires for the child. The 
term of instruction should be re- 
duced. No child over 16 years of 
age should be taught at public ex- 
pense.

GROWTH HUGE. 


Enormous Increase in Output
